Parkview  School  of  Nursing  is  only  a 
part  of  Parkview  Hospital.  The  hospital  as 
a  whole  is  directed  by  people  the  students 
seldom  see,  but  who  influence  their  ac- 
tivities as  much  as  do  the  instructors.  At 
the  top  of  the  ladder  is  the  administrator, 
Mark  Slen,  and  the  Board  of  Directors. 
Mr.  Slen  states  that  he  "is  responsible  for 
providing  adequate  personnel,  equipment, 
and  supplies  necessary  to  provide  patient 
care  under  the  physician's  direction."
